VIBALIA, September 13.-On receipt ol 


tbe shooting at Young's today your cor- 
respondent got 'a team and started for 
tho scene,' about twenty-Eva miles out 
on Nigger creek, and met a POBBB return- 
ing home with tho bodies of Vic Wilson 
and McGinniB, and the following is a 
part ol tbe last posse's story. 


Oa the 10th instant they found a trail 


at Sampson's Flat, 300 yards from Olark 
Moore's lionE3, and followed it to Crab- 
tree's house near tho flume on Kings 
river.

ViBaliaafowdavB ago, and had tracked 
tho robbera to Dnnlap and thence to 
Sampson Flat. The officers know they 
were on a hot (rail, but were not ex- 
peeling to run into Kvans and Sjontag so 
soon. 
At the hour stated yesterday morning 


thorraese wore uoing up a path that 
passed by Young's house, tho two 
Apaches being a little in advanro. A 
they arrived almost opposite •Ynnns _ 
UOUBB, al a dislanco of thirty yards from 
it, the door r,l tlie house was suddenly 
opened by Uvam, who appeared on the 
Bill, with Sonug at his aide. 
The robbers lired with deadly effect

Those who had escaped the flrs 
two volleys ol tho robboia retarned lire 
They were at such a disadvantage, how 
ever that they could make no eflectua 
resistancB, much less attack the robber 
who could easily put the walla of th 
house between them and the romaind" 
of the posse. 
Another man fell under the murderoi 


lire ol the robbers, and those of the off 
cers who still had n whole Bkm le 
sought a place that would protect the 
from the unerring aim oi the draper 
doea. Thehorae of Constable Hill 
also shot from under him and killed. 


Seeing the thorough demoralization 


the posse Eonna and Sontag loft t 
house and made for the brush nenr b , 
taking a northeasterly course. Aa they 
were walking rapidly away tho officera 
fired at them, but it ifl not believed with 
any effect.

Hill and the tWJ Apachoa gave tboir at- 
tention to their dead and wounded com- 
rades, whom they took into the Yonng 
house.

The currency baa been contracted by 


the machinations of the gold • monopo- 
lists in tho demonetization ot silver. 
Silver waa demonetized in 1873, after 
having been coined free from the bo- 
ginning of the republic. There ie more 
Hold than silver today in the proportion 
of 10 to 1 to the amount of *l,;i70.000,000. 
At the time of demonetization theru was 
a premium on the silver dollar because 
it contained more than a dollars worth 
of silver. Today in tbo world there Is 
one ounce of gold forevory 14.50 ounces 
of silver nnd that should be the scientific 
ratio between the metals. 


TUG demonetization of silver was ac 


complished by an English envov whc 
brought $5,000,000 from England 
t 


America to corrupt congress, and he 
found that congress had been so pften 
debauched by railroad and other corpor 
ations that ho waa able to buy thorn fo 
$500,000 and ho took $4,500,000 home 
Tlio bill was in bin handwriting and i 
wa1} passed by congress aud approved b> 
President Grant. 


The price of wheat has fallen exactly 


in proportion to the price ol silver. 


The speaker drew a contrast between 


the condition ot the producing classes a 
tbe present time nnd of tbat before tbo 
currency was contracted.
